DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1,3-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Babbs (Us 5,823,361). Babbs discloses a frame, support members 126 protruding from 
opposing sides, and two support bars 125 connecting two support members 126 
configured to distributed a load across a substrate. With respect to supporting a liquid 
crystal display panel Applicant is respectfully reminded that the material or article 
worked upon by the apparatus does not limit apparatus claims. See MPEP 21 1 5. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 2 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Babbs (Us 

5,823,361) in view Stadler et al. (US 5,236,548) (previously cited). Babbs discloses a 

frame, support members 126 protruding from opposing sides, and two support bars 125 

connecting two support members 126. Babbs does not disclose acetal resin. Referring 

to FIGS. 1-2 Stadler et al. disclose support bars 8 of acetal resin which is resistant to 
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cleaning agents and etchants and that do no contaminate substrate. Col. 5, Ins. 39-46. 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to modify Babbs' supports to include acetal resin, as per the 
teachings of Stadler et al., such that supports resist cleaning agents and etchants and 
will not contaminate substrates. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed April 11, 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

With respect to claims 1 , 14 & 18, Applicant argues that the cited prior art 
supports are not configured to distribute a load across a substrate. Applicant is 
respectfully reminded that claim language consisting of functional language and/or 
intended use phrasing is given little, if any, patentable weight as the apparatus must 
merely be capable of functioning, or being used, as claimed. See MPEP 2112.02, 
21 14. Here, the supports in the cited prior art are certainly configured to distribute a 
load across a substrate. In at least the area of contact between a support and substrate 
there is transfer of weight between a substrate and support. Thus the cited prior art 
distributes a load across a portion of that substrate area that rests on said supports. 

With respect to claim 2, Applicant's arguments for patentability based on claim 1 
are moot given the above art rejections. 

With respect to claim 4 Applicant is respectfully reminded that the material or 
article worked upon by the apparatus does not limit apparatus claims. See MPEP 2115. 
Applicant has not disclosed structure directed to handling a liquid crystal display panel 
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that defines over the cited prior art. Thus the supports in the cited prior art would 
support a liquid display panel.
